MOSCOW, J u n e 6.— 
Sweeping across Siberia on 
his record-breaking sky ride 
around the world, James 
Mattern, 
T e x a s aviator, 
landed at Omsk at 10:35 G. 
M. T. todav (6:35 A. M., E. 
D. T.). 
Omsk, an important town 
on the Trans-Siberian rail­ 
way line possessing an excel­ 
lent air field, is 1,450 miles 
east of Moscow. 
Five hours and sixteen minutes 
ahead of Wiley Post and Harold 
Gatty, round-the-world fliers whose 
record he is attempting to break, 
Mattern left Moscow at 6:15 P. M., 
E. D. T. last night. 
Apparently held back by head­ 
winds and adverse weather, Mattern 
took 12 hour» and 20 minutes to 
cover the distance between Moscqw 
and Omsk. He made only about 110 
miles an hour, as against his 145- 
mile an hour clip across the ocean 
from Newfoundland to Norway. 
To Take Rest 
Omsk, 
Siberia, 
June 6.—James 
Mattern, Texas flier heading around 
the world with a good margin over 
the present record for the flight, 
will remain here until tomorrow, it 
was officially announced late today. 
Mattern arrived here this morn­ 
ing from Moscow.

“The government has authorized 
its ambassador in Rome to initial 
the text of the four-power pact.” 
Saved half a dozen times from 
collapse by 11th hour alterations in 
the text, the four-power pact for 
European peace was conceived by 
Premier Mussolini at the time of 
of Prime Minister J. Ramsay Mac­ 
Donald’s visit to Rome early this 
year. 
The proposal was first credited to 
MacDonald, but the British premier 
soon made It clear th a t the pact 
was the work of II Duce, framed as 
his contribution to the newr spirit of 
peace and conciliation in Europe. 
U - ler the terms of the plan so far 
as known, the four chief signatory 
nations bind themselves to preserve 
the peace. 
Germany, Italy. G reat 
Britain and France are to be the 
signatories.

Turner Bill Is Vetoed And ceedings for the individual ratepay-

HARRISBURG, June 6.—Accom­ 
plishments of the 1933 general as­ 
sembly became more definitely ap­ 
parent as the vetoed Turner bill 
(house No. 22) joined the heap of 
141 bills transformed into debris 
by Gov. Pinchot’s veto pen. 
The governor’s signature was far 
more prominent on the assembly’s 
work as a whole than was his veto. 
Unofficial summaries showed he 
signed 661 bills, 300 of which were 
appropriation m^sures. 
The chief executive termed the 
Turner bill, which would have re­ 
vised the state administrative code, 
"the fruit of political arrogance" 
and denounced the Republican or­ 
ganization for using the "mailed 
fist" to get it through the house. 
Explains Veto. 
He asserted its approval would 
have wrecked the administrative 
code and "the state government 
would be crippled." 
Among the 
evils he cited were provisions that 
"would cripple the department of 
labor and industry by preventing the 
Investigation of industrial conditions 
until the legislature expressly au­ 
thorizes such investigations.” 
Rep. Ellwood J. Turner, Delaware, 
father of the bill, viewed the gov­ 
ernor’s action as "effectually de­ 
stroying for some time to come the 
hope of the great majority of Penn­ 
sylvanians that intelligent economies 
might, at last, be applied to state 
government.” 
Omnibus Bill Signed. 
The McClure omnibus utility bill 
became law because "this very small 
loaf is better than no bread.” The 
mor lauded two of its provi- 


ers. 
By approving the Parkinson road 
bill for $12,352,000. the governor ful­ 
filled his desire "to take the farmer 
out of the mud” for two years. One 
million goes for the care of Phila­

Road appropriations for Pitts­ 
burgh, Scranton, third class cities, 
boroughs and first class townships 
were denied. 
The Gelder bill establishing 800 
miles of abandoned turnpikes as 
state highways was approved but 
the Williamson bill allocating $19,- 
250,000 for maintenance of munici­ 
pal roads during the next two years 
(Med under the veto pen. 
Because he believed the Wood­ 
ward bill was unconstitutional, the 
governor yetoed it. 
The measure 
would have prohibited candidates 
for public office, except judgeships, 
from seeking the endorsement of 
more than one political party. 
The governor’s veto pen frustrat­ 
ed what he termed an attempt “to 
raid” the motor license fund by 
making $5,000,000 of its money avail­ 
able to aid financially distressed 
school districts. For this reason he 
disapproved the Cordier bill. 
Emergency Measure. 
"Because it is "an emergency 
measure” and "absolutely necessary 
for the continuation of work relief,” 
the chief executive approved the 
Rice bill. It reduces from $1 to 25 
cents per week the premium employ­ 
ers must pay for compensation in­ 
surance on each person engaged in 
work relief. 
The Ziesenheim bill abolishing the 
election of poor directors in Erie 
county and providing for their ap­ 
pointment by the court of quarter 
sessions was signed.

To Use Caution 


Water From Wells Long Un­ 
used May Be Contami­ 
nated, Harper 
States 


ADVISES METHOD 
OF TREATING WATER 


Persons who are returning to 
their summer cottages and favor­ 
ite camping spots, are urged to use 
the utmost precaution with the 
drinking water from wells and 
springs. 
Unless they know the water is 
pure *by test, all pumps both in 
driven and dug wells, should be 
thoroughly pumped out before the 
water is used, Dr. H. C. Harper, 
county medical director advises. It 
would be well also to treat the in­ 
side of the wells with chlorinated 
lime, dissolving the solution in water 
and placing it inside the well. 
Dr. Harper states that it is well 
to bear in mind the fact that water 
which is often the clearest and pur­ 
est looking, is often the most dan­ 
gerous, as it might be highly con­ 
taminated. 
Many pumps, wells and springs, 
which have been dry are now filled 
up, and water has poured into them 
from ground which has been well 
fertilized for years. It is very easy 
for water from this source to be­ 
come infected and dangerous. 
People who are going on automo­ 
bile tours, traveling about over the 
country, are urged to be exceed­ 
ingly careful about drinking water 
along the roadside, and to use only 
water which bears an approval sign 
of the State Department of Health.
